When It was an ’n oun red this week that the 
Supreme Court of the Un ited States would hear 
the case of Ad am Clayton Powell, who ha.s ju.sl 
been elecicd again go the House of Repre.seiita- 
fcive.s, all sorts of in feren ces began to he d rawn . 
Some observers took it for gran ted that th* 
high court would rule in favor of the Harlem 
min i.ster an d affirm his right to a seat in the 
House. 
Others assumed that the Supreme Court n atu­ 
rally could n ot afford to ign ore Pn wcH’.s appeal 
as it raises a con stitution al que.stion , an d felt 
obliged at lea.st to listen to what his lawyers 
had to .say before makin g a fin al rulin g. 


AN EXA.V1IN ATION of the record , however, 
will show that the Hou.se of Represen tatives in 
March of 1967 -• when , by a vote of 307 to 116, 
it passed a resolution d en yin g Powell his seat 
— d eclartxl he was guiltv of “ gross miscon ­ 
d uct." 
The special committee of the Hou.se which in - 
ve.stigated the Powell case foun d that as a 
mem ber of Con gre.s.s he had “wron gfully an d 
willfully" used public fun d s totalin g $44.9.34 — a 
part of which was salary for Mrs. Powell, pre­ 
sumably a mem ber of his staff although “she 
performed n o con gre.s.sion al d uties."

The committee said it foun d that Powell had 
“ falsely certified " for paymen t certain vouch­ 
ers for travel hy other members of his staff 
an d that he had mad e false reports to the 
House con cern in g 
the 
expen d iture of other 
fun d s. 
The argumen t of the Powell 'awyers is that 
the Con .stitud on merely requires that a repre­ 
sen tative in Con gre.ss shall be at least 25 year.« 
old , a citizen of the Un ited ,State.s for .seven 
years, an d an “ in habitan t" of the state from 
whiid i he has been elected .

England, Having lived longer than the United 
States, encounters problems associated with ag­ 
ing nations well In advance of the United States 
— and attempts to solve them. 


As a result, this country can profit much 
from the experience of the English and. if we 
ate wise. Americans ran observe what happens 
to older nations and take preventive measures 
to ward off some of these problems in the first 
place. 


For example, the British have just put the 
brakes on private development in historic areas 
of London. So-called progress, which involves 
the ripping down of entire blocks for profitable 
new commercial construction including modern 
new apartment buildings has bepn slowed to a 
crawl

new officp blocks rose in onp old neighborhood 
after another, resulting in a singular absence of 
style. londoners became increasingly aware of 
the erosion of the past and angry about it. 


Gone forever were some of the city's historic

To forestall such “progress,” the Civic Amen­ 
ities Act of 1967 was created Under its provi­ 
sions. such historical areas can be protected as 
conservation areas. The town planning authori­ 
ties, who select such conservation areas, have 
the authority to prohibit any demolition or new 
construction, or to control development through 
the granting of required permission to owners 
and builders. 


Despite the desire of private developers to rip 
apart the city and replace it with new struc­ 
tures, an aroused public, determined to pres­ 
erve the traditional character of special neigh­ 
borhoods. won passage of the law by Parlia­ 
ment. 


The 
process 
of creating 
the conservation 
areas is not as highhanded as it sounds for 


there are inquiries and hearings, and appeals of 
decisions are possible. 
Key to the preservation program is thp word 
‘‘amenities'’ which, in England, is understood 
to cover a ehvilized concept of total environ­ 
mental excellence. 


IN NEW YORK and other cities of America, 
white preservationists look about for “land­ 
marks” to preserve, a street or an entire neigh­ 
borhood which has not vet attained “ landmark” 
age or status is demolished. 
If this process Is continued, there never will 
bp any ‘‘landmarks.” The nation will become 
constantly contemporary or relatively so. 
The English have a good idea in (heir urban 
conservation areas. The United Stales would do 
well to copy them without delay.

WASHINGTON — lf you see what the boys in 
the GOP’s back room have, you’ll see the strat­ 
egy which won for Richard Nixon. 


This stragegem has gone unreported and un­ 
noted bv the newsmen now 
shuttling between the shores 
of

York's Central Park lake. Yet 
the tactic is the story of the 
1972 campaign, as well as the 
background of the recent con­ 
frontation. 
In those Republican Nation 
al Committee back rooms, th I

devised by Chairman Ray Bliss and candidate 
Richard Nixon, won the election. Had this oper­ 
ation not been launched on April I, 1965 by Mr.

Nixon would have lost. 


The plan called for slicing info Democratic 
control of the nation's IO biggest megalopolises.

Look at New Jersey: According to the GDP * 
Charts, Barry Goldwater lost Newark in '64 by 
64.(MM) votes On Nov. 5, Dick Nixon lost New­ 
ark by only 43,000. Furthermore, in ’64, the Re­ 
publican candidate lost Jersey City by 60.000 
This time, Mr. Nixon lost it by just 39.000. 
So the 
Republicans actually 
retook 62.000 
votes in fortress Jersey, where the local Demo­ 
cratic chiefs have repelled all invaders for 
years. Thus the President-elect was able to take 
the key state by 54,000 votes. 


In fortress New York, the slorv is even more 
dramatic. In ‘64. Barry Goldwater lost the giant 
town bv 1.2 million. This time Dick Nixon lost it 
by a mere 698,000—roughly half of lihe previous 
cataclysm. This did not bring him the state. 
But it kept him in the running on the popular 
vote 
If he had not recouped those New York 
votes. Hubert Humphrey would have run ahead 
of the President-elect in the popular count. 


THE BIG NIXON-BLISS blitz hit Los Angeles 
County. There, in 1964, the Republicans lost by 
407.000 On Nov. 5. Mr. Nixon actually took it 
bv 37,000 
This upset gave him California — 
though he battled one of the toughest labor-po­ 
litical machines in the land. 


This was generally the pattern in St. Louis, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, and Cleveland. Rliss is 
especially proud of his seige of Richard Daley s 
bailiwick. In 1964, the COP candidate lost bv 
674.000 On Nov. 5. Mr. Nixon lost by 390.000 So 
the nominee's out-of-town majority, which he 
took to the city line, was not washed oui in Chi- 
eago. 


It was this machine which held tight during 
the Humphrey frontal attack in the final weeks. 
Had it not been there, the Democratic candi­ 
date's strength in the big cities might have 
swamped the Nixon Agnew ticket. 


The machine withstood thp battering because 
the chain-smoking Ray Bliss nursed virtually 
every precinct.

Some observers took it for granted that the 
high court would rule in favor of the Harlem 
minister and affirm his right to a seat in the 
House. 
Others assumed that the Supreme Court natu­ 
rally could not afford to ignore Powell’s appeal 
as it raises a constitutional question, and felt 
obliged at least to listen to what his lawyers 
had to say before making a final ruling. 


AN EXAMINATION of the record, however, 
will show that the House of Representatives in 
March of 1967 - - when, by a vote of 307 to 116, 
It passed a resolution denying Powell his seat 
— declared he was guilty of “gross miscon­ 
duct.” 
The special committee of the House which in­ 
vestigated the Powell case found that as a 
member of Congress he had “wrongfully and 
willfully” used public funds tota'ing $44,934 — a 
part of which was salary for Mrs. Powell, pre­ 
sumably a member of his staff although “she 
performed no congressional duties.” 
The remainder of the funds, according to the* 
committee's report, was used lo pay for domes­ 
tic help at Powell’s residence on Rimini Island 
in the Bahamas and for seven airline tickets for 
his son and personal friends, none of whom was 
traveling on official business.

Will Sue U.S., Abernathy Says 
SCLC Will Refuse To Pay 
Resurrection City Bill 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The 
Rev. Ralph David Abernathy, 
head of the Southern Christian 
Leadership 
Conference, 
says 
SCLC not only will refuse to pay 
for cleaning up Resurrection 
City, but also will file suit 
against 
the 
government 
for 
damages. 
Abernathy said he 
has 
in­ 
structed 
SCLC 
attorneys 
to 
bring suit for $100,000 against 
the 
government 
for 
damage 
done to property of the poor 
people who occupied the area in 
Washington. 
“We have a figure we think 
the federal government owes to 
the poor people. It really runs 
over $100,000,” he said in an in­ 
terview. 
The Interior Department has 
threatened to sue the civil rights 
organization if the SCLC does 
not pay a $71,795 bill for clean­ 
ing up the camp site which was 


dismantled last June. 
“We feel that we don’t owe 
it,” said Abernathy. “We were 
not given ample time to tear 
down Resurrection City and re­ 
store the area to its former sta­ 
tus. We had only a few hours no­ 
tice.” 
Resurrection City, a cluster of 
plywood huts in the area be­ 
tween the Washington Monu­ 
ment and the Lincoln Memorial, 
closed June 24. The SCLC-spon- 
sored encampment was closed 
after six weeks of demonstra­ 
tions for more government aid 
for poor people. 
The original permit to build 
Resurrection 
City, 
Abernathy 
said, provided time for the Poor 
People’s Campaign to clean up 
the site. 
Interior Department officials 
have indicated they will turn the 
matter over to the Justice De­ 
partment for prosecution if the 
SCLC does not act on the bill.
